These letters are in the same handwriting 
as two notes ‘addressed a Beardsley 
Nearly in the week, which were’turned over to 
the police and which were respongible for 
‘the special guard placed over the threatened 
woman. 

The blackmailing cases have been in charge 
of Lieut. Thomas J. Caughlin of the Engle- 
wood station. . 

“ These operations, of which the Beardsley 
case is one, have kept us awake night an 
day for several weeks,’’ said Lieut, Caugh- 
lin. ‘“* We believe one man to be responsible 
for the entire campaign, though he may have 
confederates. . We know where he is and 
could have placed itm before Mrs. Beardsley 
today but for the fact that she thought she 
would be unable to identify him. f 


Only One Link to Be Found. 
‘‘One Mnk in the chain.that will connect 
him “with the entire series may be com-~- 
pleted within two or three hours. 

“ When he is taken into custody the charge 
against him will be based on a similar case, 
The man has been driven desperate for 
money Guring the last week, and this fact 
drove him to the attack on Dr. Beardsley 
when she refused to give him the money, 

“ We have been werking on these cases 
quietly, fear?ul lest the man we were after 
would leavé before we_ had sufficient excuse 
to hold him, -Other letters I have are of the 
charactoer sent to Dr- Beardsley, making the 
most dastardly thredts and demanding big 
sums of monéy.

fore the opening of the school term in the 
fall. John Re Morron, it is reported, also 
will resign from the board in the near future. 


Considerabse gossip is going the rounds of 
the board members regarding the identity 


ef the seven new members, who are fo be 
appointed by Mayor Busse July 1. It is said 
the mayor already has selected the. ap- 


pointees, but has held up the appointments 


pending the reported resignations of Mr. 
Robinson and Mr. Mofron; 

The news of Mr. Robinson's decision came 
through a friend with whom he discussed 
the mattér yesterday. It was stated em- 
phatically, however, that the intended res- 
ignation was not brought about by any fric- 
tion between the -school ¢ghairman and the 
mayor. In faet, it is said the friendship 
between Mayor Busse and Mr. Robinson is 
close, and the mayor deplores the trustee’s 
intention to sever his connection with the 
Chicago schools. : : 

Mr. Robinson, whe is president of the Ill- 
nois Steel company, declared that he was 
quitting for business reasons only. He said 
his duties in connection with the steel con- 
cern are 80 onerous that he has no time to 
devote to the educational beard. 


Persuaded by Mayor to Stav. 

“More than three months ago,”’ said Mr. 
Robinson, “‘I had a talk with Mayor Busse 
and told him that I thought I should resign 
because my business. was such that I could 
not attend properly to my duties on the school 
board. He did not want me to quit; so I let 
the matter stand as it was for the time being. 

“TI have been in this school textbook fight 
‘and have incurred considerable opposition 
on the board. I would resign right now if 
it wére not that I do not want to quit under 
fire. When this textbook business is all 
over, then I'm going to hand my resignation 
to the mayor.” 

‘*Is there any trouble between you‘and the 
mayor?’ he was asked, 

‘“‘ Absolutely none,’’ he replied. ‘‘ We are 
the best of friends, and I esteem Mayor Busse 
highly. We have @lways looked at the same 
questions in the game manner, and he has 
supported me in everything that I have done 
as chairm f the school management com- 
mittee.’’ 

During the recent session of the legislature 
Mr. Robinson went to Springfield and took 
considerable interest in several*school bills 
which were pending before that body. When 
the textbook question came up before the 
school board he also took a prominent part 
in the discussion of awarding contracts to 
those companies which were said to have 
fold books in-other states cheaper than they 
did in Illinois. 

Mr..Morron Is in Europe. 

John R. Morron, president of the Diamond 
Glue company, is said to have contemplated 
resigning from the board because his busi- 
hess required his absence from the city 
much of the time. At present he is in Europe 
and is not expected to return for several 
months. — ; 

“We have known for some time that Mr, 
Robinson had the matter of his’ resignation 
under consideration,” said B. J. Mullangy, 
secretary to Mayor Busse. “I know 
mayor thinks highly of him and practically 
refused to accept his resignation some tim

He 
said the schoo! is overcrowded and that more 
than 200 applicants had been turned away 
since the opening of the term.

The business 
manager was instructed to investigate and 
report later as to the cost of a site for a new 
building at One Hundred and Fifteenth street

On one occasion Backus testified that he had 
collected $155 on notes he’had given to Jones 
as collateral for loans, and when he took the 
money to Jones’ office the latter took the 
full amount. “I them had to borrow $5 
from him to get something for my wife and 
fldren to eat,’’ Backus said between sobs. 
‘Altogether I borrowed cash amounting to 
$4,217 and gave notes for'$10,366.” 

Backus also testified that Jones placed an 
execution against him with former constable 
Louts Greenberg and his entire stock of fur- 
niture in a store at Haleted street was 
levied upon and sogi. ‘ This transaction put 
me out of busines” Backus sald. 

Jones denied the statements made by 
Backus as to any exorbitant interest and 
asserted that he bought and sold commercial 
paper and charged Backus within the legal 
rate of interest on the loans,

La Follette Proposals Beaten. 


Openly declaring his opinion that Senator 
ch had lost the confidence of other Re- 
pulfican senators, Mr. La Follette made a 
determined fight to compel the adoption of 
the amendments to the wool schedule which 
he presented yesterday. These proposed 
modifications were intended to consolidate 
into one class classes 1 and 2 of the presen: 
wool schedule relating to raw wools and to 
fix an ad valorem rate of 45 per cent, while 
the present third class was transformed into 
the second class and a rate of 35 per cent 
provided, the intention being to effectuate a 
general reduction of duties. 

These amendments, notwithstanding the 
earnest advocacy of Senators La Follette and 
Cummins, went down before the majority 
which right along has stood for the finance 
committee's work, the vote being 44 against 
the ame ents to 82 for them.

Arguing the justice of his plan for a com- 
pensatory duty on products of woolen manu- 
facturers to allow them to pay a higher price 
for wool than do their foreign competitors 
Senator Cummins said that to levy a duty 
om goods partly of cotton as if entirely of 
wool would be to give domestic manufac- 
turers an advantage that no man should 
have. He admitted in reply to a question by 
Mr. McCumber that he did not pretend to 
frame a schedule by which the different 
grades of wool in the cloth could be taxed in 
accordance with their value. He was willing 
to make the duty high enough to meet for- 
eign competition on the assumption that all 
imports are of. goods containing only the 
finest grades of wool. 

Senator Warren, opposing the plan of the 
Iowa senator, declared that it would unduly 
encourage the importation of shoddy. 

Mr. Cummins declared he marveled at the 
“blindness of the leaders of the Republican 
party, that they were willing to commit their 
party to such a woolen schedule.”’ 

“Senators,” he said, “you are simply 
courting the destruction of your party by al- 
lowing such a schedule to go out to the 
country.” : 


Aldrich Sees No Opposition. 


The contention made by Mr. Cummi at 
@ readjustment of the woolen schedule 1 de- 
sired, caused. Mr. Aldrich to assert that no 
such desire had been reflected through ghe 
appearance of any deputations of farmers, 
sheep raisers, or woolen manufacturers, 
whose organizations have representations in 
Washington, ' He said there was apparently 
general satisfaction with the woolen sched- 
~ ule, with the possible exception of one class 
of manufacturers who are affected by natur- 
al conditions which cannot be changed by 
legislation. 

Mr. Aldrich called attention to the fact that |

La Follette Called to Order, 


No sooner had these words been uttered 

than there was a hasty protest by Senator 
Gallinger, who called upop Vice President 
Sherman to invoke the parliamentary rule 
against personal accusations. “In my ex- 
perience in this body,” said Mr. Gallinger. 
“I have never heard so oft repeated accusa- 
tions that legislative tricks were being prac- 
ticed, and I ask that this rule be laid before 
me senate that every one may know what 
t is.” : 
The rule was read and the vice president 
declared that he thought the senator from 
Wisconsin had violated it.

committee on finance were from about 60 
to 150 per cent ad valorem, in place of which 
he proposed revenue duties of 30 to 40 per 


cent. 
Bacon Asks Republican Aid. 

Explaining that Democrats had voted with 
progressive Republicans in their efforts to 
reduce the ‘‘ excessive rates”’ of the bill, 
although they did not wholly approve of 
them, Senator Bacon said he regretted that 
the Republicans could not see their way clear 
to vote for thése Democratic amendments, 
with the object of giving relief to the people 
who had des{teqd this revision of the tariff. 
As was the case with Mr. Bacon’s former 
amendments, his proposition to provide for 
these “revenue duties’’ received no Repub- 
lican support, being rejected by a party vote 
of 20 to 50, except that Senator McEnery 
voted no with the Republicans. 
Explaining that the duty levied upon blan- 
kets used by the poor was as high as 160 
per cent ad valorem, although but 71 per 
cent was placed upon the finest blankets 
used by the rich, Senator Gore offered an 
amendment limiting to 75 per cent any duty 
upon a woolen blanket.

Manufacturer the Only Gainer. 

At the time the original law was passed, it 
was claimed that there was no way of agar 
ing-or determining how much wool was ad 
in any garment, so that the only a ge 
preventing unfair competition with 1 
American growers or manufacturers of woo 
was to tax the whole material, no matter 
whether it was made of cotton, rubber, flax, 
or any article, no matter how cheap, as if 
it were composed wholly of wool. 

Since that time, as all the customs experts 
know, the means have been devised for de- 
termining the amount of wool used, so that 
it could be assessed separately and prevent 
any. undervaluation or attempted fraud on 
revenue. The one section in the Aldrich 
woolen schedule, which should have been 
modified without hesitatian, increases the 
cost of every article of wearing apparel in 
which there is the remotest trace of wool, 
and the beneficiaries are the manufacturers 
of that article and not the wool growers or 
consumers. This paragraph is worth quoting 
as a curiosity and is as follows: 

“On clothing, ready made, and articles of 
wearing apparel of every description, includ- 
ing shawls, whether knitted or woven, and 
knitted articles of every description made up 
or manufactured wholly or in part of felts 
not woven and not specially provided for in 
this section, composed wholly or in part f 
wool, the duty per pound shal! be four times 
the duty imposed by this section on one 
pound of unwashed wool of the first class and 
in addition thereto 60 per centum ad va- 
lorem.”’ 

How Injustice Works Out. 

The house and senate have agreed to this 
section with an unimportant amendment, 
and it will remain substantially as found 
in the present law. The curiosity of this is 
that if a certain article of wearing apparel, 
like a big ulster, weighed, say ten pounds, 
and was made of the worst kind of material, 
with the exception, say, of one pound 
of wool, and the Whole contraption was 
valued at $5, it would be charged in the first 
place on its entire weight of ten pounds four 
times as much duty as the woolen manufac- 
turer would have to pay on the same weight 
of raw wool, although the amount of wool 
in the garment amounted to only 10 per cent 
of the total rate. 

The result would be, in the instance cited, 
which is wholly hypothetical, that this over- 
coat, worn by the poorest of the people, 
would, first of all, be assessed four times the 
duty per pound on raw wool of the first class— 
that is, 10 cents per pound unwashed, and 
four times that is 40 cents. There being ten 
pounds of the overcoat, it would have to 
pay a duty of $4 because it contains, among 
other materials, a single pound of wool. 
Then it would have to pay in addition 60 
per cent of its foreign value, which would be 
$3 more, the result being that this cheap 
overcoat, worth $5 in the wholesale marke 
in Europe, would be-worth $12in the customs 
house at New York or Chicago, without the 
allowance of a penny of profit to the im- 
porter, wholesaler, Gr retailer. 


Duty Creates a Monopoly. 
If garments came in without any com-° 
pensatory duty at all, the loss to the Ameri- 
can wool grower or farmer would be exactly 
10 cents a pound on the raw wool which it 
contains. All the rest of this extraordinary 
compensatory duty goes to add to the profit 
of the makers of similar shoddy goods in this 
country, 

In spite of the manifest unfairness of thig, 
Senator Aldrich had no difficulty yesterday 
in defeating Senator Dolliver’s motion to 
apply the compensatory duty only to the 
amount of wool actually contained in any 
manufactured article of wearing apparel. 

It was in this case that the Rhode Island 
senator seemed determined to show his great 
power to the country, because it was general- 
ly admitted that the Dolliver amendment, if 
passed, would fully protect the woolen manu- 
facturers and farmers and would hurt no- 
body except certain manufactyrers of mixed 
goods who, by this means, have secured an 
absolute monopoly of the American market.

SUGAR CONTROL THE AIM. 


‘Appeal. to, Aid. Move Made in 
' Name of Native Land, 
; Officials Say. 


HONOLULU, June 12.—Evidence of what 
the authorities claim is a concerted move- 
ment on the part of the Japanese of the Ha-' 
watian group to control the sugar industry 
and thus dominate the internal affairs of the 
islands through their number and power was 
disclosed today. 

The office of the Jiji; a Japanese newspaper 
of Honolulu, and the offices of the Japanese 
Higher Wage association were entered by 
officers armed with search warrants, and let- 
ters, reports, and other documents seized. 

Following the confiscation of the papers 
an application for.a writ of habeas corpus en- 
tered in behalf of Makino, Negoro, and Soga, 
alleged leaders of the sugar plantation 
strikes, who were taken into custody yester- 
day, was rejected by the court. 


Authorities See Big Plot. 

It is claimed by the authorities that the 
papers found indicate that a conspiracy of 
a widespread nature was to be formed among 
the Japanese of the island to wrest control 
of affairs from the white residents and con- 
duct the internal government in their own 
interests. 

The letters and reports found in the office 
of the Higher Wage association, which, as 
indicateg. by its name, has the financial bet- 
terment of the Japanese laborers as its ob- 
ject, are from members and agents of the 
association in various parts of the islands. 
They express the belief that the strike of the 
Japanese plantation workers offers an op- 
portunity for the Japanese of the islands, 
by virtue of their numbers, to demonstrate 
their power to control the sugar industry, 
and, through it, the general affairs of the 
islands. The determination to so control, it 
is stated, is reiterated again and again in 
these documents. ; 


Appeal in Name of Native Land. 

An appeal to all Japanese, in the name of 
their native country, to aid in this move- 
ment, is said to be conveyéd: in the letters. 
The authorities are preparing complete 
translations of all the papers seized and it 
is stated that they will be used as evi- 
dence in support of many charges of con- 
spiracy which, it is declared, will result from 
the disclosures. 

While the court was deliberating upon the 
habeas corpus petition a crowd of 1,000 Jap- 
anese gathered about the courthouse to 
await the outcome. The gathering was or- 
derly in its deportment, but vented its spirit 
in cheers for the prisoners whenever they 
came in sight. 

The strike of the Japanese plantation 
hands has been in progress for over a month 
and is the most extensive walkout ever 
known on the islands. Between 5,000 and 
8,000 Japanese are involved. The strikers 
demand an increase from 69 cents to $1 a 
day for field laborers and a proportionate

Letter to Roosevelt Made Public. 


George H. Earle Jr., receiver of the Pennsy!- 
vania Sugar Refining company, President 
Roosevelt, and the department of justice in 
Washington im regard to Mr. Earle’s de- 
mand for a criminal prosecution of the sugar 
trust has been made public. This wasa long 
letter from Mr. Earle to President Roosevelt, 
Sept. 21, 1006, in which he said: 
“You have heard of the failure of the 
Real Estate Trust company of Philadelphia, 
and you have no doubt been misled as to 
the most potent cause of that calamity. The 
published explanation universally received 
has been that one Adolph Segal, a promoter, 
brought {t about through the large sums that 
he obtained from the president of the in- 
stitution to further his enterprises, -and 
which said president obtained from his com- 
pany through fraudulent methods, concealed 
from. his board of directors. 
“This explanation is the truth, but not 
the whole truth. However large these loans, 
had they been good and repaid, it is obvious 
that whether their method of contraction was 
regular or not, no one would have suffered in 
any material sense. whatever the moral re- 
sponsibility might have been. 


Lays Blame on Sugar. Trust. 
*"“Tt is my deliberate conclusion, after 
weighing the evidence that I have collected 
with the greatest caré—and I have been 
trained and practiced as ajJawyer for many 
years—that had it not been’for cri al con- 
spiracy of the most odious charact@, not of 
Segal’s or Hipple’s, but of the sugar trust, 
this institution and Segal himself would have 
been perfectly: solvent today.”’ 

Earle then goes on to recite facts in his 
possession as to the manner in which the 
sugar trust got control of Segal’s sugar re- 
finery and kept it closed. It is one of the 
most cunning pieces of chicanery ever re- 
cited. President Roosevelt acknowledged 
the receipt of the letter and forwarded it to 
Mr. Moody, then attorney general.

The department is stirred up by the 
Harms allegations.

2.208 employés).”’ he stated in his last af- 
nual report, “‘ maintains a high standard of 
eficiency and every effort is made to insure 
the wholesomeness of inspected product, 
sanitary conditions of the preparation and 
honesty of labeling. The regulations are 
basedg on the best and most recent scientific 
knowledge and judgment and it is safe to say 
that no country has a more stringent meat 
Inspection system. or one which better safe- 
guards the health of consumer of meat prod- 
ucts.”’ 

In a conversation today Dr. Melvin said 
that the concitions in the Chicago stockyards 
were especially good. Some of thé establish- 
ments have not made all the sanitary ar- 
rangements which the department desires 
and negotiations to this end now are in prog- 
ress. As a whole, however, Dr. Melvin is en- 
tirely satisfied with the situation in Chicago 
and confident that there is nothing wrong 
there. 

The federal inspection, of course, is limited 
to the establishments of persons doing an 
interstate or expcrt business. Nearly half 
of the meat supply of the country does not 
come under the federal inspection and only a 
email part of this receives an efficient state 
or municipal! inspection. 

Some of the most insanitary and revolting 
conditions have been found at the smal! local 
abattoirs which are not and cannot be 
reached by the federal inspection. It follows 
that suspicious and diseased live stock which 
might be condemned if sent to the inspected 
establishment finds its way to the unin- 
spected places and, as the federal law pro- 
hibits the interstate shipment, the unin- 
Spected meat product of the numerous abat- 
toirs which without federal inspection ts sold 
and consumed within the states where they 
are located. 


Urge States to Act. 


The bureau also has frequently found pre- 
fervatives in the meats prepared by the loca! 
butchers. For a long time the department 
has been urging the various states to pass 
laws similar to that in connection with the 
federal meat inspection, and only yestercay 
President Taft announced his sympathy with 
the movement to this end. 

In a statement made public today Dr. 
Melvin shows that during the last calendar 
year there were “inspected and passed ’’ 
519.649 cattle, 90,3884 calves, 450.235 sheep, 
4.054 goats, and 1,577,453 swine. The number 
of carcasses “ tanked " or destroyed on post 
mortem inspection was 8.334. The establish- 
ments under federal inspection turned out 
231.400.3819 pounds of meat products. On re- 
inspection there was destroyed 252,872 
Dounds. 

The foreign meat trade for the present 
fiscal year by no means was as valuable as it 
Was in 1906. The decline was at first due 
to the exposure of unsanitary conditions of 
manufacture. But the heavy fall in the ex- 
port of canned products was largely com- 
pensated in 1907 by the increase in the ex- 
port of fresh beef. The canned products ex- 
ported in 1908 showed a distinct recovery. 
The canned beef trade for the ten months 
beginning July 1, 1907, was valued at $1,- 
845,891; for the ten months beginning July 
1, 1908, §2.201.318, and for the ten months 
Which ended on May 1, $1,461,177. For the 
Same period of 1907 the fresh beef trade was 
worth $21200.550; for 1908, $18.125.305. and 
for the ten months of the oresent fiscal year 
$11,022, 25 


Exports of Bacon Decrease. 

Salted, pickled, or cured beef was sold 
abroad in 1907 to the amount of $3,277,744; 
1908, $2,568,504, and\ 1900, $2.988.394. The

“You See, He Needs No Introdue- 
tion;’’ Henry Watterson Tells 
Cheering Veterans of Dixie. 


Vicksburg, Miss., June 11.—Following the 
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STIRS GRAY RANKS 


close of the United Confederate Veterans’ 


reunion at Memphis, thousands or the old 
soldiers and notables assembifd here today 
to attend the unveiling of the statue of the 
late Gen. Stephen Dill Lee, who was com- 


mander in chief of the confederate organiza- | 


tion at the time of his death. 


It was in the siege of Vicksburg that Gen. | 


Lee won his spurs as a dashing and intrepid 


commander, and the last years of his life 


were devoted to the perfection of the great 
national military park here. Gen. Lee died 
at Vicksburg May 2871908. 

Henry Watterson, who presided at the 
ceremony, was evidently suffering from the 
intense heat, but his eyes beamed and his 
voice rang out clearly as he spoke on the 
subject ‘“The Reunited Sections.’’ Mr. Wat- 
terson said: 

“Standing by the Father of Waters, let 
me first give thanks to God that, from the 
Falls of St. Anthony to the Gulf of Mexico, it 
flows through an unbroken succession of 
American states; at once a chain and an 
emblem of perpetual union between the 
north and the south. 


Best the South Had to Ofer. 

“This is why we are assembled in a na- 
tional cemetery to rear a memorial to a con- 
federate commander. He was of the best 
the south has to offer upon the aitars of Amer- 
ican manhood, all that the north could wish 
an American to be. I have ridden to bat- 
tle with him, and knelt by. his side in prayer, 
and can truly say that what his great kins- 
man was to Virginia even so was he to Mis- 


sissippi. | 
“It will be for another to dwell upon his 


many and surpassing virtues; his skill and | 


prowess in the field; his service to the arts 
of peace; his simple, kindly, sturdy manful- 
ness in the presence of life's duties; his Chris- 
tian resignation in the presence of death; s 
Lee in every drop of his blood, in every inch 
of his stature, in every thought and fiber of 
his splendid intellect and delightful per- 
sonality. 
Navy Knows No Boundaries. 

‘I regret that the battleship which buta 
few weeks ago came and went, did not pene- 
trate yet a little farther up the mighty stream 
so that the bullies from her decks might have 
looked upon the fields where Grant and Pem- 
berton contended for the right of way; so 
thet the heroes, sleeping here, might have 
heard the thunder of its guns, shotted with 
the words of the noble Fremont, ‘ the navy is 
without sectional prejudice and its patriot- 
igm knows no boundaries save those of our 
own great country.’ ”’ 

As Mr. Watterson ceased speaking two lit- 
tle boys stepped out, pulled two strings and 
the flags fell away. There wasé an instant’s 
silence, a tribute to the lifelike representa- 
tion of the famous southern soldier, then one 
spontaneous cheer burst forth from the 
throats of the thousands grouped around it, 
while above the cheers came the boom of the 
artillery salute. 


_~fi te Grandsons Unveil the Statue. 
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The boys who unveiled the statue were 
John G. Lee and Lee Harrison, grandsons of 
Gen. Lee, while the general’s son, Blewett 
Lee of Chicago, stood at their side and direct- 
ed them. 

When the noisy enthusiasm had died down 
a bit, Gen. Clement A. Evans, commander 
in chief of the Confederate Veterans, formal- 
ly presented the statue to the federal gov- 


ernment on behalf of the people of Mississippi 
' and the Confederate Veterans. 


When Gen. Pvans finished and Mr. Wat- 
terson arose to present Gen. Grant, who had 


been directed by the federal government to i. 
receive the monument, a storm of applause 
broke out and continued for nearly twenty 
minutes. 


It seemed that the old gray haired 
and gray clad soldiers had gone mad in thei: 
demonstration of welcome and affection for 
the son of the man who accepted their sur- 
render. 


Grant Needs No Introduction. 

Mr. Watterson smiled and shrugged his 
shoulders as much as to say, “*‘ You see, he 
needs no introductjon,”’ and sat down. 

The big general, in his cool and snowy 
uniform of white, stood mute and immovable. 
It was evident that he was deeply touched 
and he controlled his emotions with great 
trouble. Gen. Graht said: 

“I myself am especially gratefu] to have 
this opportunity of speaking in honor of 
Gen. Stephen Lee’s memory, as less than 
two years ago he, my kind friéfid and hos- 
pitable host, took me over these historic 
grounds at Vicksburg and we recalled to- 
,gether the incidents of the fearful struggle 
which occurred hefe in 1863, where he and 
I had both been wounded. Gen. Lee serving 
during that struggle as a distinguished officer 
of the confederate army and I being with my 
father, who commanded the forces of the op- 
posing union army. 


Talked with No Bitterness. 

“We talked over the battles of the past 
with no feelings of bitterness, but only with 
rejoicings that peace had been established 
and that harmony, patriotism, and loyalty 
se - flag now exist throughout our great 
and. 

“In the shadow of this beautiful statue, 
built to the memory of this knightly and 
chivalric soldier, I am glad to recall the ear- 
hest wish cherished constantly by my own 
dear father, Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, for peace 
and harmony among the American people. 
This wish was shown in the terms granted 
hére at Vicksburg, and also April 9, 1865,when 
at Appomattox, upon reading that the side 
arms, horses, and private property of his 
officers and enlisted men could be retained by 
them, Gen. Robert E. Lee said to General 
Grant, ‘ These terms will have indeed a most 
happy effect upon my army and upon the 
whole south.’ 

“I am glad to recall that this sentiment 
for harmony between the north and south 
begun at Appomattox was cherished by Gen. 
Grant until the end of his life.” 


G, R. Peck Tells of Newer Bonds. 

After the second demonstration, which 
marked Gen. Grant’s concluding words, had 
subsided, George R. Peck of Chicago spoke 
feelingly of the splendid affection that bound 
together both north and south. 

Several thousand of the old soldiers who 
followed Lee in the sixties witnessed the un- 
veiling of the statue. The splendid monu- 
ment, designed by Kitson, stands in the Na- 
tional park upon the exact spot from which 
Gen. Lee directed the movement of his troops 
during the siege of Vicksburg. 

The statue cost $11,000. It is a tribute of 
affection from his only son Blewitt Lee of 
Chicago, Capt. William T. Rigby, chairman 
of the Vicksburg National Military Park 
commission, and hundreds of veterans of the 
south who followed the late general in battle 
and others who admired him.

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ANTI-WHISKER SUPERSTITION 
TRACED BACK BY ATTORNEYS. 


Aversion to Bearded Jurors May Rest 
in Old Time Ideas, Say Wayman and 
Erbstein. 


Is a juror with whiskers apt to’be old fash- 
ioned in his ideas in a criminal case and 
“soak ’’ the defendant upon the principles 
embodied in the ancient Mosaic law? Or 
does the fancy of the old Greeks that a man 
with whiskers naturally was endowed with 
bravery still exist, and are bearded jurors 
feared as pitiless? 

The remarks of Judge Willard M. McEwen 
before the state’s attorneys’ convention on 
Thursday, to the effect that lawyers for the 
defense in criminal cases do not trust whis- 
kered jurors’ decisions, called forth these 
suggestions yesterday by State’s Attorney 
John E. W. Wayman and Attorney Charles 
E. trbstein. 

‘at is true that a feeling exists among 
lawyers to the effect that a man with whis- 
kers is an undesirable juror,”’ said Mr. Way- 
man. “I confess I don’t know the specific 
reason for it, and, in fact, must admit that 
the best case I ever won was one where 
the foreman of the jury had whiskers all over 
his face. So did the man who hung the jury 
for the defense in the first Cronin trial. The 
ancient Greeks believed that a man with 
whiskers was endowed with bravery, and 
perhaps the present superstition, or what- 
“soy it is, is traceable to the ancient be- 

or.”” 

“All men wore whiskers in the old bible 

countries in the days when judgments were 
unrelenting,’’ said Attorney Erbstein. “A 
strict adherent to the ancient laws of Moses 
might be unyielding and be stern. It ison the 
principle that a Jew with whiskers is likely 
to be orthodox. I don’t want men with whis- 
kers on juries that try cases for me.’’ 
And so the jury experts went far in the 
way, of sweeping aside the impression that 
benevolence goes with “ old gentlemen with 
whiskers.”’

Negotiations for the leasing of the ele- 


, vated roads fell through yesterday when 


formal announcement was made by the com- 
mittee having the matter in charge that the 
deal was off. 

After the Northwestern elevated and the 
Chicago and Oak Park elevated practically 
had agreed to the terms offered them, and 
while negotiations with the Metropolitan ele- 
vated were fairly satisfactory, there was an 
abrupt termination of the negotiations with 
the Souffi Side elevated, and this caused the 
abandonment of the entire deal. A final con- 
ference was held between the promoters of 
the proposed leasing plan and representa- 
tives of the South Side elevated Thursday 
afternoon. Announcement was withheld, 
however, until yesterday because, as one of 


_ those present intimated, the result of the 


meeting was so exasperating sonie unfair 
statement might have been made in any an- 
nouncement issued at the close of the confer- 


ence. 
According to reports in general circulation 
in the afternoon, the South Side elevated di- 
rectors asked for a guaranty of 8 per cent on 
their stock after ten years. The original 
proposition to the South Side was a final 
guaranty of 5 per cent. This offer was raised 
at the last conference to 6 per cent, and fur- 
ther than that the promoters would not go. 


Statement by Committee. 

At the office of Samuel Insull, one of the 
three men working on the recent plan, the 
following announcement was given out: 

“The matter being one of public interest, 
the undersigned have thought it desirable to 
give out a statement showing the status of 
the proposed leasing of the several elevated 
roads in Chicago. 

“For some time progress has been so far 
made with the Northwestern and Oak Park 
lines as to justify us in the belief that no 
practical difficulty would arise in concluding 
arrangements with these lines. 

**In the negotiations with the Metropolitan 
company substantial progress has been 
made, but not to an extent sufficient to justi- 
fy us In stating whether or not an agreement 
would have been reached. 

“The negotiations with the South Side line 
have terminated. We have not been able to 
meet the requirements of the directors of 
that company as to the amount of rentals, 
and negotiations with that company have 
therefore been terminated. Inasmuch as we 
do not think it advisable to effect unification 
of the elevated lines except upon the basis of 
operating all of the properties, we do not 
think it advisable to proceed further with 
negotiations, at any rate for the present.

DEAL IS FAILURE. 


N orthwestern | Completes Safety 
Scheme to Missouri River. 


COUNTRY’S LONGEST STRETCH 


St. Paul Places 430 Miles of New 
Branches Under Contract. 


The first double track with block signaling 
between Chicago and the Missouri river has 
just been completed by the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway. The most recent 
stretch to be improved in this way is the 
sixty mile section in Iowa west of Boone, 
which has been completed at a cost of $120,- 
000 and which gives the Northwestern com- 
plete automatic electric block signal pro- 
tection from this city to Omaha, 489 miles. 

This is one of the longest continuous 
stretches of block signaling in the United 
States. The Northwestern has automatically 
protected about 725 miles of double, or 1,450 
miles of single track. Between Chicago and 


-Omaha there were installed about 1,000 sig- 


nals, one to each mile on each side of the 
right of way. 

The device used is the Hall disk, which has 
been employed by this road since 1893 with 
various technical improvements. It works 
by an electric track circuit which automat- 
ically pulls the semaphore to the “ proceed ” 
position when there is no train in the block. 


St. Paul Boad Plans Branches. 

Now that the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railway Mas completed its Pacific coast 
extension and is rapidly getting the road in 
shape for through traffic, the officials are 
turning their attention to the construction of 
branch and feede ¥lines to develop business. 

It was stated yesterday that 430 miles of 
branch lines in North and South Dakota have 
been placed underjcontract. The first leaves 
the main line immediately west of the Mis- 
souri river and runs south and west through 
the Cheyenne Indian reservation, 150 miles. 
The second extends along the plateau be- 
tween the Moreau and Grand rivers to Slim 
Buttes, 150 miles. The third leaves the main 
line at McLaughlin, twenty-five miles west of 
the Missouri river, thence north to thecross- 
ing of the Cannonball ‘river and west to the 
western boundary of Hettinger county, N. D., 
130 miles. 

Roswell Miller, chairman of the board of 
directors, and President A. J. Earling are 
making an inspection of the new western 
line. 

Steamboat Makes First Trip. 

Officials of the Grand Trunk rallway took 
the first trip on the new freight and passen- 
ger steamship Hamonic from Collingwood, 
Ont., to Sarnia, where it is to be placed in 
service immediately between Sarnia and Port 
Arthur at the head of Lake Superior. The 
new boat, which is owned by the Northern 
Navigation company of Ontario, affiliated 
with the Grand Trunk railway, is said to be 
the largest and swiftest boat of its class on 
the great lakes. The Hamonic is of 5,000 
tons burden and is capable of a speed of 21% 
miles per hour. 

W. C.' Brown, president of the New York 
Central lines, arrived in Chicago, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Brown. He purposes to lay 
aside the cares of railroading for about three 
weeks and to assume the joys of the agricu)- 
turist on his big farm near Clarinda, Ia. This 
is Mr. Brown's old home and he visits the 
farm several times a year. He will spend 
some time in the city today before proceeding 
west. 

Stevens Now Superintendent. 

It was erroneously stated yesterday morn- 
ing that R. W. Stevens had been appointed 
genera! manager of the Western Indiana and 
Belt railways to succeed J. M. Warner. 

The facts are that Mr. Stevens has been 
promoted to superintendent, taking the po- 
sition formerly occupied by Mr. Warner until 
he was appointed general manager a year 
ago. Mr. Stevens has been trainmaster of the 
road for several years. 

The Illinois Central Rallway company 
pleaded guilty yesterday to a charge of carry- 
ing cattle from quarantined territory without 
properly branding the cars with cards an- 
nouncing the fact. Judge Landis took the 
case under advisement. The road is alleged 
to have handled cattle from Louisiana when 
that state was under quarantine by the gov- 
ernment.

Stead’s Opinion on Constitutionality. 

The attorney general held the act uncon- 
siitutional because it_attempted to amend 
twv acts of March 2, 1907, by inference to 
their titles merely and without setting out 
the acts as amended. In part the attorney 
g¢r.eral’s opinion says: 

“The evident purpose of senate bill 377 is 
to take away the powers of the town clerk, 
‘town supervisor, and hf¥hway commission- 
ers prescribed in the two acts of March 2, 
1907, and to invest such powers in the park 
conimissioners to be appointed by the Coun- 
ty court.”’ 

‘It purports to be a law complete in itself, 
end it is, so far as the title goes; it is not, 
however, in its purpose an entire act of 
legislation on the subject with which it pur- 
ports to deal.’’ 


Dental Measure Is Signed. 

Gov. Deneen signed the dental bill, despite 
objections which were found to it by Attorney 
General Stead. Among other things the den- 
tal act, senate bill 145, introduced by Senator 
Clark, establishes a board of dental examin- 
ers of five practicing dentists, who shall Dé 
appointed by the governor, to examine, regis- 
ter, and license the practice of dental sur- 
gery. 

Section 14 of the act authorizes the board 
of dental examiners to issue certificates to 
present practitioners upon the payment of 
a fee to be fixed by the board, “‘ not exceeding 
one dollar.’’ 


Attorney General Gives Views. 

“It is well established by authorities,”’ says 
the attorney general ‘ that the power to fix 
the fees to be charged by public officers is a 
legislative function. It is equally well set- 
tled that legislative powers cannot be dele- 
gated. Inasmuch as the legislature has fixed . 
a maximum fee to be charged for a certificate 
of registration, I am not now prepared to 
say that that part of section 14 would be abso- 
lutely void, but, In my opinon, it would be 
subject to serious objections.”’ 

Considering the portion of the bill which 
relieves dentists from jury service, the at- 
torney general says: 

“The title of the act indicates its purpose 
to regulate the practice of dental surgery. 
There fs nothing in the title to indicate that 
one purpose to be subserved thereby would 
be.to exempt dental practitioners from jury 
service. Section 15, in my judgment, is a 
subject not expressed in the title of the bill 
and not ready to carry out the purpose of the 
practice of dentistry. It is, in my opinion, 
void.” 

The governor also signed a dig batch of 
bills appropriating money for various insti- 
tutions. He also approved the measure call- 
ing for a commission to investigate the san-

. Chemists Prepare Report, but Coroner 
Keeps Discovery Secret.

Capt. Thomas C. Kane, according to an- 
nouncements made at the Sheffield avenue 
Police station yesterday, has ceased looking 
for “ affinities " in connection with the case 
of Dr. Haldane Cleminson, charged with the 
murder of his wife, Mrs. Nora Jane Clemin- 
son, and is now content to take his case be- 
fore the coroner’s jury on what evidence he 
has. 

This decision came with the failure of the 
police to find anything interesting in letters 
of Miss Anna Kolb, formerly of 12 Crilly 
court. Miss Kolb admitted a friendship for 
the accused physician several! days ago, when 
the police questioned her, but since then the 
police have reached the conclusion she with- 
held certain information. When they sought 
her again, they found she had left the city. 

There is no certainty In Capt. Kane’s mind 
that the young woman will be of any ald to 
the prosecution. During the day policemen 
visited 110 Edgewood avenue, where the 
young woman's brother, Max Kolb, formerly 
roomed, and recovered a number of letters 
from her tothe brother. They proved useless 
in the case. 

The experts making the chemical analysis 
during the day informed Ooroner Hoffman 
they had something to tell him, but did not 
indicate whether it was favorable to the 
prosecution or the defense. Prof. Walter S, 
Haines has been locked up in his laboratory 
for several days and would not commun!l- 
cate with the coroner, ‘but Prof. E. R. Le 
Count reported he had reached certain con- 
clusions, but deemed his information of too 
much importance to inform the coroner over 
the telephone. 

Coroner Hoffman told him he desired a 
full report for the inquest on June 18, be- 
cause he feared that unless Cleminson was 
on that day held by the coroner's jury, Judge 
Bruggemeyer would release him on June 19, 
The expert promised to have his report ready 
on dey ahead of time.

“Vote of Confidence’? Twisted. 
What Boyle twisted into a “ vote of confi- 
dence’ was the defeat by a narrow margin 
of a motion requesting the convicted official's 
resignation.

Following this action, the executive board 
asked for an appropriation of $500 to be spent 
by the advisory board “ for the good of the 
union.””

THE DEEP WATERWAY. 

' The government board of engineers 
eays.a fourteen foot channel from the 
lakes to the gulf is practicable—few ever 
thought otherwise—but that it is not de- 
sitable—which many will deny. It would 
not be. desirable because, in the opinion 
of the board, a nine foot channel will 
meet the present and prospective demands 
of cothmerce. 

The estimate of cost of the fourteen 
foot channel—$158,000,000—amay be ex- 
cessive. Government engineers like to 
make their estimates high enough to cover 
all possible contingencies. The estimated 
cost of maintenance of $6,800,000 a year 
does not seem unreasonable, considering 
the wayward nature of the Mississippi 
from St. Louis to the gulf. So when 
congress is asked to vote the money for 
the waterway and to incur the heavy an- 
nual charge fer maintenance the con- 
gressmen from the Mississippi valley who 
are for the fourteen feot channel will be 
asked by congressmen from other parts 
of the country to prove its desirability. 
They will be ecnlled on for estimates of 
the volume of freight which would be 
sent by the deep waterway. There should 
be a showing of sufficient traffic to justify 
the expenditure. 

It will be necessary to convince con- 
gress that the cheaper nine foot channel 
will not answer all purposes as well as a 
fourteen foot one. The government engi- 
neers seem to be influenced in their judg- 
ment by the enormous German traffic on 
tivers and canals which haye a depth of 
less than nine feet. Why is it, indeed, 
that the shallower streams of Europe are 
so extensively utilized while the deeper 
ones of the United States are so little 
used? . . 
Congress will not dispose immediately 
of this waterway subject. The condition 
ft the revenues is sitch as to. discourage 


project. ..Therefore there will .be abin- 
dant time for the advocates of the four- 
teen foot channel to collect the data that 
will be needed. Congress is not bound by 
the opinions. of .government engineers as 
to the desirability of a public work, but 
it is not in the habit of disregarding them 
unless there is some evidence that they 
are erroneous. a 


- COOK COUNTY HISTORY. 

The “ Gook County Historical society ” 
enters the field of local historical research. 
Its inco ators ‘are prominent citizens 
whose names carry authotity and infiu- 
ence. Its fundamental principle appears 
to be the enlistment of the interest of 
the many. A nominal annual membership 
fee is proposed as likely to win the co- 
operation df a large number of individuals 
to whom the general subject to be studied 
will make its appeal. 

The success which has attended other 
organizations established on this basis is 
well known. At best it is the relatively 
few who do aggressive work in historical 
research. The students who care to take 
the time to investigate, or to whom such 
work has attractiveness, are not many. 
| But there is a much larger company of 
people who appreciate the importance of 
such inquiries who, perhaps, enjoy ex- 
amination of the resulfs obtained, and 
who are ready to contribute in small 
amount toward the eause. It is this 
larger company of citizens who furnish 
the supporting constituency for enter- 
prises of the character proposed. 

“ History ” in Cook corinty is a relative 

term only. The barrenness of Chicago 
as compared with Boston, for example, is 
| notable. But there are a good many 
things that should be investigated and 
given wider publicity, even in these day's 
of comparative youth for state, county, 
and city. There is gain through organ- 
imation. If the newly incorporated soci- 
ety can secure the codperation of a large 
number of people as supporting members 
and make its existence felt through a 
series of popular lectures or by means of 
creditable publications from time to time 
its place in the community will be assured. 
The stimulus to interest in the story of 
local development is sufficient reason for 
its establishment,

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000,000 of ill gotten gains surrendered by 
the “trust” this year as a result of dis- 
closures of its rottenness. The Washing- 
ton dispatches indicate that the private 
settlement. of this suit has stirred up 
greater feeling than ever, and that it 
may lead to the dissolution of this com- 
bine. The sooner the blow is struck the 
better it will be for all. For the average 
individual who reads of the wickedness 
of the sugar “trust” wil) have his be- 
lief strengthened that all trusts are cor- 
rupt. His sympathy will be more and 
more with those who attack them be- 
|cause of such disclosures as the ones 
made about the despicable methods of 
the American Sugar Refining company. 


NO HOPE OF RELIEF. 

There is no tariff schedule which does 
so little to build up domestic industry as 
the wool schedule, Nor is there another 
schedule with the exception of the one 
covering cotton goods which bears harder 
upon the consumers. The Payne bill 
softened in a few small particulars the 
harshness of the present duties in the 
wool schedules. The finance committee 
has said they must not be concurred in, 
and a docile majority of the senate is 
voting, as the committee would have it, 
Senator Dolliver and the other cour- 
ageous Republican senators from the 
middle west who have been trying to 
get for the people the kind of tariff re- 
vision that was promised them have been 
outvoted by other Republican senators 
who are repudiating the platform of their 
party. 

One professed purpose of the duties on 
raw wool is to encourage its production 
‘in the United States. They have been 
a failure. The wool clip of 1907 was 
not so large as that of 1805. Manifestly 
the raising of sheep for wool is not being 
stimulated by the present duties and they 
should be reduced. Those on the coarser 
wools which are not grown in the United 
States, and will not be, should be re- 
moved altogether, 

If the prosperity of an industry can be 
measured by its consumption of raw ma- 
terial the American -woolen industry is 
not thriving under the present wool 
schedule. The total domestic consuntp- 
tion of wool in 1907 was less than in 
1895, notwithstanding the growth in pop- 
ulation. The output of the manufactur- 
ers was larger, but that was because they 
mixed so much more cotton with their 
wool. If there had been no duties on 
wool the manufacturers would have 
woven more yards of genuine woolen 
goods and the people would have had 
honester clothing. 

The manufacturers would be much bet- 
ter off with free wool, but:thgy have an 
alliance. with the shepherds by which 
bath parties to the partnership get ex- 
cessive duties on their products. The 
government gets a little revenue out of 
the arrangement, but the people are de- 
prived of the woolen clothing they ougpt 
to have. ‘TH@r per capita consumption 
of wool is much less than it was four 
teen years ago. 

Genuine tariff revision calls for a ma- 
terial lowering of the duties found in the 
wool and cotton schedules. The coffin 
lid cannot be nailed down on the agita- 
tion for tariff revision until those sched- 
vies shall have been revised downward,

Even all the personal belongings and trees- 
ures of the grand duke of Tuscany, and more 
especially of the queen of Naples, were con- 
fiscated by the Italians in the revolutionary 
struggle which it is proposed to commemo- 
rate, and under the circumstances one can 
hardly blame the sovereign dynasty of Aus- 
tria and its government for declining to share 
in the Italian rejoicings in celebration of 
these events, even though Italy be bound to 
Austria by the bonds of the triple alliance. 

Italians fail to appreciate this, and resent 
the determination of Austria to remain aloof 
from Italy's goldén jubilee in 1011, which has 
created the fiercest sort of indignation 
throughout the length and breadth of King 
Victor Emmanuel’'s dominions and revi 
in all its intensity the latent hatred of Italy 
for everything Austrian.

Empress Eugénie figured ina rather unex- 
pected fashion at the ceremonies in connec- 
tion with the celebration of Whitsuntide at 
the royal palace at Madrid the other day. The 
court always proceeds on these occasions 
with great pomp and state to the chapel, and 
the public is admitted to certain of the halls 
and galleries in order to witness the proees- 
sion. As the Infanta Eulalie was making 
her way to the private apartments of the 
king and queen, where the royal circle was 
forming preparatory to the cortége to the 
chapel, she caught sight of the Empress Eu- 
génie and her lady in waiting standing among 
the. general public in the doorway of one of 
the halis. The infanta, who had not even 
been aware of her presence at Madrid, im- 
mediately stopped, greeted her affectionate- 
ly, and urged her to accompany her to the 
private apartments, in order to join the royal 
party. But Eugénie absolutely refused, ex- 
plaining that she was merely there as a tour- 
ist, and in ordinary street dress and hat in- 
stead of in the court train and coiffure that 
are de rigueur at these state functions. 

Unable to persuade the empress, the in- 
fanta on joining King Alfonso at once in- 
formed him of the presence of the empress 
in the palace, whereupon he dispatched his 
grand mister of the household, with a picket 
of eight halberdiers, to escort Eugénie and 
tariesand officers of the court rendering royal 
family in the chapel royal, all the digni- 
taries and officers of the fourt rendering royal 
honors to the empress as she passed through 
the galleries. About ten minutes after she 
had taken her place in the chapel the king 
and the two queens, with the other members 
of the reigning family, appeared in proces- 
sion, and on entering the sacred edifice they 
all of them bowed to Eugénie before taking 
their seats. 

The exceptional honors thus paid to the em- 
press, who is staying at Madrid with her 
grandnephew, the duke of Alba, must have 
recalled to her former and less agreeable 
memories of the ancient palace of jhe rulers 
of Spain. In her early girlhood "she spent 
much time benea its roof as one of the 
maids of honor of Queen Isabella. But the 
latter found Mile. de Montijo too unconven- 
tional and eccentric In her conduct, and dis- 
pensed with her services, virtually barring 
her from court In a manner so afronting that 
Eugénie and her mother found it well to 
leave Madrid, to turn their backs on Madri- 
lene society, and to live abroad. In spite of 
this indignity Eugénie thought it necessary 
to notify Isabella of her impending marriage 
to Napoleon II. But all that she received 
in acknowledgment was an extremely con- 
descending and contemptuous reply from the 
queen's grand mistress of the robes. 

Later on. In the sixties, Empress Eugénie, 
while staying at Biarritz, visited Madrid tn- 
cognito, and the fact that she did not. come 
in her capacity as empress was made an ex- 
cuse by both Isabella and the great world at 
Madrid for subjecting her to slights which 
aroused intense indignation in France, even 
among people who were not adherents of the 
Bonapartists, and caused Napoleon to com- 
mand the immediate return of his consort, 
Eugénie may be said to have had her revenge 
when Isabella sought refuge in France after 
her deposition in 1868, and the @mperor, as 
her host, felt compelled in the interests of 
propriety to demand the removal from her 
entourage of her infamous favorite, the ex- 
pastry cook, Marfori, before he would allow 
his wife to assist in welcoming her.

Now Eugénie, as a dethroned and octogena- 
rian exile, visits Madrid, and has received far 
greater honors there than were ever accord- 
ed to her when on the throne of France, and 
is treated with particular distinction by the 
king and queen, who do not fail to reca]! that 
she was one of the principal agents in bring- 
ing about their union, that is to say, the 
gnarriage of Don Alfonso with her favorite 
god-daughter, Princess Ena of Battenberg. 
Alfonso, by the way, is walking lame, ow- 
ing to a twist which he gave to his ankle 
while at Valencia the other day. On his way 
to open the exhibition there he received so 
many floral tributes from fair hands that his 
motor was filled up with them and there was 
some difficulty about opening the door. The 
king settled the difficulty by vaulting out 
over the door; not an easy feat in a tight 
uniform, spurs, saber, and all. The digni- 
taries of his court and the grave officials 
looked somewhat shocked at this breach of 
etiquette, but the public were delighted and 
applauded vigorously.

King Ferdinand of Bulgaria has appointed 
Dr. Dimitri Stancioff to be the grand master 
of the royal household and the principal dig- 
nitary of his court. Stancioff is of all Bul- 
garian statesmen the one who is on terms of 
greatest intimacy with Ferdinand: Their 
friendship dates from the time when they 
were fellow pupils at the Theresanium at 
Vienna as mere boys. When Ferdinand be- 
came prince of Bulgaria, Stancioff was for a

DR. EVANS PRESSING SCHEME 
TO ADD TO LAKE FRONT PARK. 


Will Ask War Department’s Co-opera- 
tion in Dumping Dredgings Behind 
Breakwaters Along the Shore. 


Dr. W. A. Evans, health commissioner of 
Chicago, is in Washington, where he will 
confer with the secretary of war today about 
a project for dumping dredgings from the 
Chicago river behind breakwaters so as to in- 
crease the sige of the lake front park. 

Instead of dumping mud taken from the 
river's bottom in shallow water of thé lake 
where sediment often enters the city’s water 
supply, it is proposed to convey the material 
behind breakwaters, one of which already 
has been built by the Lincoln park board. 
The South park board also will construct 
a breakwater and be ready to receive the 
dredgings within a year. 

Dr. Evans estimates that for ten years 
to come the war department may deposit 
its waste material in these places. His alter- 
nate plan is to have the department dump its 
dredgings in. sixty feet of water instead of 
in twelve feet, as it does at present. W. R. 
Humphreys of thejAssociation of Commerce 
will arrive in Washington today and with 
Dr. Evans will confer with Secretary Wright 
upon his return to Washington. 


MOVABLE DAM SAVES S00 LOCK. 


Last Leaf in Place and Current Shut 
Off So New Gates Can Be 
Built. 


Sault Ste.,Marie, Mich., June 11.—The pros- 
pect restoring the Canadian canal lock to 
serviceable condition improved today, when 
the last leaf of the movable dam finally was 
foreed into place. The contrivance appears 
to be working well and it is believed it will 
stand the strain. 

With the shutting off of the current, work 
will be rushed on the installing of new gates 
to replace those wrecked on Wednesday, 
when the steamer Perry G. Walker rammed 
and crushed the lower gates of the lock. 

Considerable amusement was occasioned 
here by dispatches from Washington which 
stated that a similar accident could not oc- 
cur at the Panama canal, because the latter 
canal would have double gates. The fact is 
the Canadian canal had double gates at both 
ends of the lock, but the accident happened 
so quickly that there was no time to operate 
them.

Under the title “ESSAYS AND AD- 
DRESSES’ have been gathered some of 
the written and spoken words of the late 
Edwin Burritt Smith. The task of editing 
these papers has béen well] accomplished by 
George Labah Paddock, Albert Harris Tol- 
man, and Frederick Willlam Gookin, and 
the book is published in handsome style by 
A. C. McOlurg & Co. 

The contents consist of addresses and art- 
icles prepared for various occasions and 
cover municipal questions as they came up 
in this city during the period of Mr. Smith's 
greatest ciyic activity, and many topics of 
wider political and general interest, together 
with four papers on miscellaneous matters. 
Some of these topics, particularly those re- 
lating to local issues, while they reiate 
to matters now settled or in process of 
settlement, are still alive and continually in 
the minds of such citizens as really have the 
betterment of cities at heart. In this time 
when the best minds of the country are bent 
upon improving civic conditions of all sorts, 
Mr. Smith easily ranked among the leaders 
whose high ideals: and advanced thought 
brought them>to the fore. But high as his 
ideals were and rigorous as were his stand- 


and essays show him to be no visionary, but 
a practical man who took cognizance of the 
necessities of the hour and the frailtfes of 
human nature. 
Actuated by the highest-motives he pos- 
sessed that which is necessary to make those 
motives of practical benefit to his fellows 
and to their cause—moral courage. Armed 
with the justice of his issues, he went boldly 
forth to battle with the powers he believed 
were working for ill tothe community. He 
did.not compromise where compromise was 
surrender, and he did not tn the interest of 
reform stoop to questionable means. On the 
other hand, he refused to remain on the 
heights of the doctrinaire; he did not deal 
in generalities, but went straight to the root 
of the matter. He fought in the open, and 
his clear and logical mind and his ‘thor- 
ough knowledge of his subject made him.an 
opponent whosé ‘SamneEs were well nigh 
irresistible. 
The first 150 pages of this volume, dealing 
as they do with local issues of the greatest 
moment, deserve to be made a part of the 
history of Chicago, for they touch upon a 
movement than which nothing is more im- 
portant—the awakening a civic conscience. 
To those doubters who may fear: that this 
movement has proved futile it may be said 
that Edwin Burritt Smith even in the hour 
of temporary defeat was never a pessimist. 
Without indulging in baseless optimism, his 
outlook upon these matters was always hope- 
ful, his trust In the ultimate triumph of the 
right side of human nature was ever en- 
ecouraging to the faint hearted, and his look 
was upward. Untimely as was his death, he 
yet lived long enough to furnish an-example 
of the highest type of the citizen who lives 
right, thinks right, and acts right.

Co.) ghe bay written a singularly en- 
joyable novel: It has no concealed purpose, 
no profound subtiety.> Yet itis far from be- 
ing an obvious piece. of work, and. written 


with the purpose of entertaining, it fulfills 


its mission admirably. 

The Jong gallery of portraits in the house 
of the exclusi¢e yet adventurous Southerns, 
a cownty family of Sussex, influences the 
lives of al] of the contemporary generation 
of the house—holding some to high Integrity, 
tempting. others to self-expression. at any 
cost, provoking one to suicide, and holding 
the majority to lives of seif-repressfon and 
proper conformity. The idea is a diverting 
one even though it becomes at timés quite 
tenuous. Of course to make a success of a 
study of this sort the author has need to 
feel sure of her powers of delineation. She 
certainly would be warranted in feeling such 
confidence, for the characters are not only 
well differentiated, but they are unveual. 
She even-has sufficient adroitness to enable 


her to manage the old device of the change- 


ling in the crib without being tiresome. 
Ineidentally, Mis# Lathbury makes some 
amazing confessions regarding English so- 
clety. Base, mercenary, reckless, and pro- 
fane though American society. can be at ite 
miserable worst, it seldom is cold blooded, at 
least not in the way in which the English, 
appear to be. FPerheps this is because 
Americans are the architects of their own 
fortunes, whereas the Engtish. who may 
not earn. - providing .they belong to a 
certain class, have no choice but to snatch 
at each other’s morsels like starving satiors 
on a raft, or to throw their marriageable 
daughters overboard 4s desperate mothers 
hur] their little ones tothe wolves. One would 
be inclined to belidve such cold blooded- 
ness a libel were it not so often emphasized 
in books which may be taken as a reliable 
reproduction of the manners and customs of 


today. 


The one seriously adverse criticism to he’ 
made upon the book is that the main story is 
not kept sufficienily inthe background. This 
concerns the fortunes of Greselda, forced by 
her mother into a mercenary marriage, but 
whose native honesty and sense of justice 
compels her to right her life, even though it 
starids upon rotten foundations. 

The secondary heroine Is the changeling, a 
beautiful visionary who. never realizes the 
actualities out her, or any of her own re- 
sponsibilities. until she is shocked into them 
by finding herself upon the verge of a moral 
precipice. 

A spontaneous wit, a fascinating play of 
idea upon. idea, make the book excellent 
reading, in epite of its structural defects. 

>: 

Poor Frank Norris, who was to havé done 
much, and who slipped far too soon into the 
eternal silence, wrote, in the days of stirring 
apprenticeship, many short stories for the 
San Francisce magazines and papers. A few 
of these have been collected by his friend and 
admirer, Will Irwin, and published under the 
title. ‘“‘ THE THIRD CIRCLE.” (John Lane 
company.) 

It is evident from the first the author of 
“The Pit’’ and ‘* The Octupus’”’ was able 
to express himself with an interesting lucid- 
ity and picturesqueness. He was s0_.re- 
sponsive that a Chinaman with a scar on his 
cheek, a drunken nursemaid, a degraded 
house with broken panes, a sullen lion in his 
cage, were sufficient to set in operation all 
the golden machinery of his imagination. 
Tales came to him ag they came to Steven- 
son. ‘The mysterious, the provocative. the 
inspiring were upon every hand. He lived 
“for to admire and for to see.”” A tragedy, 
a farce, a comedy—what mattered? All 
were a part of life, and life, springing from 
an unknown source, sustained by baffling 
laws, projected itself from him ever further 


and further into the unknown. Henever felt 


it jaid upon him to produce the artificial 
tale with a rounded ending. He observed 
that life did not so complete and justify it- 
self. The interruptions and frustrations 
were of as much or of more value to the artist 
than any fulfillment and completion could be. 
So he dared to leave his sketches unfinished, 
and, curiously enough, publishers could be 
found to print them: So far as that was con- 
cerned, he wrote at a fortunate period, when 
the restless accent of the west was new in 
American literature, and before the editors 
and publishers compelled it to take on the 
methods of tedious conformity to the nice 
Standards of the east. Norrig, too, might 
have conformed, had he lived longer; but dy- 
ing when he did, we are able to associate his 
genius only with those almost ecstatic cries 
of delight and amazement with which he 
was permitted to play, human perplexities 
and conspiracies were fascinating games 
which were devised for his golution. He 
seemed literally to: play with literature, try- 
ing his effects with glee, and unafraid to 
place any creation of his imagination before 
the public.

Not only will this volume be of practical 
use to the student of manners and deliv- 
ery, but .4t ought to set any young person 
who reads it on the road to persona) im- 
provement. 

The greater portion of Miss Morgan’s in- 
struction in this book is given in the form cf 
dialogues, and the young reader who peruses 
them carefully will get almost as much ben- 
efit from them as if he were in the class 
room. 

At the same time Miss Morgan presents a 
volume of “ SELECTED READINGS.” thus 
offering to the public the selections of prose 
and poetry which best have served her dur- 
ing her many Years of practical and illumi- 
nating instruction.

Mr. Curtis Dunham, in the most jocund of 
summer moods, has written a brief ‘‘ bucolic 
romance,”’ entitled “GAMBOLING WITH 
GALATEA."

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“WILD FIAWERS EVERY CHILD 
OUGHT TO KNOW ” (Doubleday. Page & 
Co.) is*a serviceable botany for the untu- 
tored. prepared by Frederick William Stack, 
recently associated with Vassar college and 
the scientific section of Vassar Brothers in- 
stitute. 

The author points out that no previous 
knowledge of botany is required for the prac- 
tical use of this book. He has prepared it 
with reference to the flora of Canada and 
the United States, and his descriptions are 
clear and terse, but never perfunctory or 
caseless. A sincere appreciation of flowers 
enables him to treat of each one in a man- 
ner which ought to win even the unebserv- 
ant to an appreciation of the blossoms of the 
field and the wayside, Fura W. PATTIE. 


State pride, justifiable state pride, is 
much in. evidence In “THE ANDBAN 
LAND,” by Chase 8S. Osborn (A. C, McClurg 
& Co.), a two volume work dealing with sev- 
eral of the countries bordering upon the great 
mountain range of South America. Mr. Os- 
born hails from Michigan, Sault Ste. Marie. 
if you please, and he is a regent of the state 
university. 

In the course of an extended journey he 
visited the chief cities along both coasts of 
South America; and he has set down his 
observations of men and affairs as he found 
them. He found many Michigan men oc- 
cupying positions of trust and importance 
in those cities, and he names them all. He 
compares populations, prosperity, per capita 
circulation, and debt with the same figures 
offered in his beloved state, and always to the 
credit of the latter. 

There is not much in his work which wil! 
be new or startling to any one at all posted 
on the southern republics, but to others it 
will not only be entertaining reading, but 
may also serve as a quasi book of refer- 
ence, for there is a vast amount of infor- 
mation about the states and cities which 
he .visited. The title is misleading, for 
there are many chapters in which the Andes 
are not mentioned. He touches at length 
upon such topics as consuls, the errors of 
American exporters. railroads, grain in- 
spection, international trade, mines, crops, 
markets, social customs, reptiles, and pe- 


cullar diseases. 


He repeats the warning of other travelers— 
namely: that South America is no place for 
immigrants without capitah and that the 
workman can do far better in any of our 
states, particularly in Michigan. But he 
finds much to admire in the progressive 
spirit down there, and he predicts that not 
anly will the South Americans prosper great- 
ly in the future, Dut that our trade with 
them will increase. 

Mr. Osborn does not pretend to possess 
a literary style, and he is not above the use 
of slang occasionally, but his work is read- 
able and instructive. There are many Il- 
lustrations in the volumes. 

Students of nafive literature will welcome 
a book by Prof. W. B. Cairne of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, “ EARLY AMERICAN 
WRITERS, 1607-1800,"" consisting. of well 
selected short examples of the chief prose 
authors and poets who flourished during that 
period. There is a brief sketch of each 
writer.
